Aug. 15,—[ by the Associ- 
ated Press.}] At the second day’s session 
of the National Convention of the Ameri- 
can party the temporary officers were made 
permanent. The Committee on Platform 
made a majority and minority report. Both 
were received with great applause and 
finally recommitted with instructions to re- 
port this afternoon. A recess was then 
taken. 

When the convention reassembled the 
Committee on Platform made a further re- 
port recommending that each State and 
Territory represented be allewed one vote 
in the conventien for each Congressivnal 
district and two at large. 


Judge Church submitted a minority dis- 
senting report. 

The New York delegation vigorously pro- 
tested against the adoption of the report. 

Gov. Sharp offered a resolution pledg- 
ing the convention to nominate independ- 
ent candidates for President and Vice- 
President. 

A long discussion followed, during which 
it was intimated that the New York dele- 
gation was in somebody’s pay. The pre 
vious question | being called for, Gov. 
Sharp’s motion was put and carried by an 
almost unanimous vote, 

A substitute motion that New York be 
allowed one vote in the convention for 
every two delegates present from that State 
was lost bya vote of 39 to 49. 

Mr. Hawiey’s resolution allowing 
for each Con ressional Kepresentativ 
taken up. Theroll being called, the 
lution was lost by 48 to 40, 

The Lilinois the then announced 
that, inasmuch as it came here to partici- 

te in a national c onvention and not in a

The 
New York and California delegations were 
nearly the only ones which remained.

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A GREAT SPEECH FROM EX. 
CUNGRESSMAN WILLIAMS. 


He Handles the Tarif Question ina 
Masterly Manner and Charms a 
Large Audience — Facts, Figures 
and Anecdotes Turned to Good 
Use. 


The Republicans of~fast Los Angeles 
had the grandest rally. thé campaign at 
ihe wigwam on Downey avenue last night. 
by S o'clock fully 1000° people had assem- 
bled, completely filling the tent and over- 
‘fluwing upon the sidewalks. The meeting 
wasealled to order by. D. G. Dexter, presi- 
dent of the East Side Republican Club, who 
made a short speech about the 
Hon. William Williams of Indi- 
ana, who was the principal speaker of 
the evening. Mr. Dexter said that Mr. 
Williams bad been recommended as the 
best political orator in the West; that he 
had been amember of Congress for eight 
‘ears: that he had stumped the State of 
New York for the late President Arthur, 


and even now had orders from Gen. 
fenjamin Harrison to report for duty 
in the State of New York again, 


and, like the true soidier that he is, 
he is under marching orders, and would 
come out of his long retirement and give a 
few parting shots at the enemy before leav- 
ing for the East. Mr, Williams has been in 
retirement on Boyle Heights for two years 
past, quietly enjoying himself and seeking 
restoration to health, which he has happily 
ained. 
‘ Mr. Williams was then introduced, and 
began a masterly speech, worthy of being 
addressed to ten times the number present. 
He is a gentleman about 45 years oid, with 
dark hair and a short-cropped gray beard, @ 
round, chubby face, and a stout physique. 
His voice is rich andclear. He devoted 
himself wholly to the tariff question-— 
a theme that many people suppose 
has become stale, as-the campaign has pro- 
gressed, but with the clear statements, the 
overwhelming and supporting evidence, the 
clear logic, and the irresistible deductions 
of Mr. Wiiliams, it becomes a living issue 
of the greatest impoitance. Having been 
in a position where a mastery of the ques- 


tion became necessary for him in 
order to hold his own, he had 
all the points at his fingers’ ends, 


His happy method of stating his propo- 
sitions, and making the simplest mind 
understand them, and the ease with which 
he unleaded facts without burdening the 
minds of his hearers, and his logical con- 
clusions, at once place him in the front ranks 
ot oratory.

A Motley Crowd at Police Meaa- 
quarters—Howard Again. 

The plan of campaign of the hoodlum 
wing of the Democracj, of which Chief of 
Police Cuddy is the head, has been defined 
early in the action, The white gambling 
houses are running, the “macs,” thugs 
and blacklegs have come out of their retire- 
ment, and the tough element may be said to 
be in the ascendency—at least for the time 
being. Mr. Cuddy’s friends were in high 
feather over the result of the caucuses 
Tuesday night, and yesterday were openly 
boasting that they had captured everything 
in sight, and that Cuddy had secured the 
nomination for Sheriff beyond any question 
of doubt. But this is notthe worst feature. 
All during the day there wasa procession of 
hard citizens, many of whom have been be- 
hind the bars before and _ should be 
there now, to the office of their chief for 
consultation and advice. It was really 
amusing to notice the assurance with which 
they marched in, and with a sly look at the 
slerk, as though they expected to be held 
ip and searched, they paced into the pri- 
vate sanctum. It wasa field day for them, 
and they enjoyed it to the full; but if the 
present state of affairs only continues, the 
day of reckoning is not far distant, as the 
Chief of Police will be forced from his po- 
sition by public opinion and relegated to 
obscurity. An incident came to light yes 
terday which indicates the sort of govern- 
ment we would have in the event of a 
barely possible contingency, to wit, the 
election of Cuddy as Sheriff. Readers of

“Released by order of the Chief; no:com- 
piaint.” The officers who made the arrest 
were not consulted about the matter, nor 
was there any question as to the man’s 
guilt. It was merely another of those cases 
wherein the Chief of Police makes a law 
unto himself, takes the judicial and pardon- 
ing power into his own hands, and rides 
rough-shod over the rights of the respectable 
and law-abiding citizens.

His thunderous tread 
breaks in upon its dreamfulness and 
repose. The sleeping hills and the 


ancient sentinel ‘of the centuries, the 


gray and hoary old mission do not 
seem te be in sympathy with it, and 


. lift silent fingers as it in protest against 


such modern innovation. But never- 
theless-the iron track was pleasant as 
we were bonre along its line, with the 
channel waters sleeping in breathless 
calm upon one hand, and the ever- 
varying landscape reposing: in the 
warm sunlight-upon the other. It was 
but a few moments before upon 
our left lay the quiet valley 
of El. Montecito, made. delight- 
fal in story —a story from the 
pen of a charming writer, who a few 
ears ago came to this section with his 
air young wife, in search of health for 
her. But too late it was for that, and 
“the golden soul,” as he called ber, 
went home to the better life. Since 
then he has linked her memory with 
all the places that she loved ‘in the 
lovely land of the sunset.” Of this 
a he writes in his fairy story for 
the children, ‘'They came to a wonder- 
fully beautiful country, a sunlifp ace- 
ful land, a land of rest and loveliness.

he boom did not change this pleas- 
ant valley greatly. But few new 
homes were built, and sttll the hills 
are green with vineyards, and the 
pleasant southern slopes are covered 
with fruit orchards, and the great hay 
cocks dot the plains. 

About 20 minutes’ ride brought us to 
the depot at Carpinteria, which is 
built a little distance back from the 
beach, and beside which is a magnifi- 
cent flowing artesian well, which was 
sunk by the railroad company. If that 
well were only in Santa Barbara, and 
its waters could be used for street- 
sprinkling, it would be a_ bless- 
ing to 6 city, for the’ dust, 
ugh! At the depot we were, met 
py carriage from Col. Heath’s:’ Col. 
eath, late member of our State Legis- 
lature, has one of the most delightful 
domes in this section. The pretty and 
somewhat pretentious mansion is situ- 
ated in the midst of a widely-extend- 
ing walnut orchard, the older portions 
of which have seen a quarter of a cen- 
— of years. They are gigantic trees, 
with a wide spread of strong limbs 
which are filled with the promise of 
an abundant harvest. This orchard is 
the largest. walnut orchard -in the

tune. New trees are planted every 
year. About them there is no indica- 
tion of disease or of insect pest. ‘We 
have never lost a tree,” said Mrs. 
Heath, ‘‘only as occasionally we have 
had one destroyed by the gophers.”’ 

A charming fountain plays continu- 
ally upon the lawn, which stretches 
down to meet the walnut shade, and 


- vines and flowers embellish and brighten 


the place. Other fruits than the wal- 
nut are also grown upon the, place, 
such as plums, peaches, etc. &® that 
the table is abundantly supplied with 
fruits of almost every variety from the 
ranch. Speaking of their pioneer life 
here 30 years ago, Mrs. Heath related 
to our party something of.her early ex- 

rience. ‘‘l was very fond of straw- 

rries,’”’ she said, “and used to 
order them frequently, my hus- 
band bringing them home _ as 
I uested, and never saying 
a word to me in regard to their price. 
But one day I thought I would have a 
little change, and sent an order to the 
store for some apples, which the dealer 
himself brought down. He came in 
with 10 apples in his et, and I 
said to him taat | wanted a barre! of 
apples, and I was satisfied with the 
sample.’’ 

* *A barrel of he exclaimed, 
in a tone of astonishment. 

“*Yes,’ L replied, whereupon he in- 
formed me that these were all 
that he had. I took them then, 
thinking at first that I would 
say nothing to him about payin 
for them; there were so few I fear 
he would be insulted if I should offer 
any return, but upon second thought I 
concluded that I had better, so I said, 
‘What shall I pay you for these?’ 

“**Five dollars,’ was the prompt re- 


éponse. 

“*With this I thoughtit might be wise 
to ascertain what my strawberries 
were costing, and upon inguiry I found 
that every strawberry short cake that 
I had made had cost me just twelve dol- 
lars. Strawberry short cakes were not 
as plentiful upon my table after this as 
heretofore. 

“IT remember, too,” continued Mrs. 
Heath, ‘‘the difficulty of making any 
purchases at Santa bara. I went 
up once to purchase some _ calico 
fur a dress, but could find nothing 
of the kind, and every time we went to 
San Francisco our trip and our pur- 
chases cost us from $500 to $1000.” 

What a contrast between the Cali- 
fornia of those days and the orchard- 
laden and business-stirring land of to- 
day, linked by the iron rail with every 
section of the country! 

In the afternoon we were driven by 


Mrs. Heath through the differ- 
ent sections of the val- 
ley. The bean industry is still 


a popular one, and the wide bean fields 
stretched out on all sides, holding the 
There 
aré numerous fruit orchards through- 
out the valley—orange, walnut, peach, 
apricots and the like. The fine prune 
orchard of Mr. Knapp, which yielded 
s0 abundantly a few years ago, is dead, 
or has given place toother fruits. The 
prunes were as choice as the best: im- 
posters and for years the trees bore 

eavily. I think the trouble 
was in some recent grafting 
that‘has been done—grafting the prune 
upon the peach—which was not suc- 
cessful. 

The corn crop of Carpinteria looks 
well, and fora long distance we rode 
between a high wall of stately stalks, 
each holding its full ears tike those 
have been borne in the 

ears of plenty in Egypt. A fine, new 

otel has been built in the valley,which 
is to be opened about the middle of the 
resent month. There is need of it, 


and with it will come, doubtless, many 
visitors to this attractive vifley. 
Yes Ltook a drive upon the 


Santa Inez range in the background. 
But the drawback for a new town 
upon this point would be a lack of 
water, which anges | must exist. 
Pull up the stakes, ' friends, and 
lant your vineyards and orchards 
ere, and let -your grain fields 
thrive, as they will with the 
natural moisture supplied, instead 
of seektng to plant all the back coun- 
try of Santa Barbara .with towns for 
which there are no. people. Build up 
your industries, introduce manufac- 
tures, and you will sow better seeds of 
prosperity than a dozen new towns 
could afford if built up on real-estate 
crazes and wild booms, with nothing 
else to sustain them. Southern Cali- 
fornia laid out in town lots is nota 
thousandth part as valuable as South- 
ern California dotted with small farms 
and happy and homes. 

Sea-bathing more a feature of 
Santa Barbara this summer than it. bas 
been for many years. And the beach 
is in a fine condition, free from rocks, 
and some new and commodious bath- 
houses have been erected. 

General preparations are being made 
for the annual county fair, which is 
to open on the 28th inst., and a better 
exhibit than usual is anticipated. 

Santa Barbara is politically awake, 
and many a Democratic brain is wrest- 
ling with the problem of free trade.

The orchards are beginning to 
droop under their loads of fruit, and 
Marleau’s orchard so beautiful now 
will soon again bend and break under 
its load. season here is an encore 
of the preceding one. 

Three butcher firms are busy ship- 
ing to your markets slaughtered ani- 
Mmals—sheep, cattle and hogs. Our 
poultry, eggs, butter, vegetables and 
fruit find a ready market at Long 
Beach and San Pedro, as well as at Los 
Angeles. Your Los Angeles water is 
whitened with Compton milk. Drop 
down to the Commercial street depot 
some morning and notice the large 
number of cans of milk sent to you 
daily, and then in the afternoon as 
much more goes fresh to the tea tables 
ot the sujourners by the sea. 

This is the kind of a boom we are 
having, and it has not nor will not 
reach its climax until cyclones and 
blizzards cease and sunstrokes have 
had their day, and lightning has no 
power to hurt or make atraid, 
or until the people of the out- 
side world have lost the knowledge of 
such a land as Southern California. 
When that time comes it might be well 
to- make cities of our alfalfa fields and 
parks of our orchards. 

Our boom brinzs us peace and quiet 
and comfort; brings us wealth, and no 
second payments due in times of de- 
pression. Our boom has none of the 
feverish heat of gambliug speculation. 
It is legitimate, fair and honest. It 
needs no smooth-tonguea linguist to 
praise, for our products have a lan- 
guage of their own which is sufficient 
for our need. 

Take your map—no, ascend to the 
roof ofthe Times Building. You are 
sufficiently high to overlook every other 
Structure in the city except those 
perched upon the hilltops. You look 
over the Nadeau, and your eye rests 
upon green hills and groves. Llow 
near they seem in the clear air, and yet 
they are 12 miles nr: And farther 
on is the coast; to the left Long Beach 
and to the right San Pedro, with ship- 
ping. Yes, yes, 1 know you look at 
this picture often. Well, those green 
fields is where our cows feed; and 
those green groves around the farm- 
houses is where they come up to be 
milked, and don’t you notice that that 
beautiful green spot is nearly in the 
center of this valley, and surrounded 
by growing cities, every one of which 
must come to Compton, more or less, 
for what they eat and drink. Now, 
with our lands always fruitful, when 
will our boom reach its climax?
